The  Boston  Red  Sox  organization  is 
dedicated  to  maintaining  a  perennial, 
championship-caliber  baseball  team  and 
providing  our  fans  high  quality  Friendly 
Fenway™  experiences  at 
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our  community  and 
through  broadcast  services. 
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A  pair  of  prominent 
newcomers ,  Jose  Offerman 
and  Brian  Daubach ,  have 
helped  inject  life  into  the 
Red  Sox  offense  in  1 999. 

But  they  followed  very  different  paths 
to  the  Boston  lineup  and  Mass,  produc¬ 
tion. 

Much  was  expected  of  Offerman 
when  he  signed  a  lucrative  four-year  deal 
for  the  Red  Sox  last  fall  and  had  amassed 
nearly  1,000  hits  in  his  eight-year  career. 

But  while  Red  Sox  General  Manager 
Dan  Duquette  was  singing  the  praises  of 
the  switch-hitting  infielder  and  his 
potential  as  a  catalyst  atop  the  Boston 
batting  order,  he  also  mentioned  another 
free  agent  acquisition. 

Daubach,  27,  didn’t  have  Offerman’s 
pedigree,  with  all  of  15  big  league  at-bats 
under  his  belt.  He’d  never  even  scored  a 
run  in  the  majors.  But  his  minor  league 
numbers  last  season  made  Duquette  take 
notice. 

Not  only  did  Daubach  bat  .316  for 
AAA  Charlotte,  he  did  it  with 
International  League  highs  of  35  homers, 
45  doubles  and  124  RBI.  When  he  became 
a  free  agent,  Duquette  grabbed  him. 

“He’s  unproven  at  the  major  league 
level,  but  that  type  of  hitting  level,  any¬ 
where,  is  worth  noting,”  said  Duquette, 
prior  to  the  season.  “He  should  be  in 
competition  for  a  job  to  help  our  major 
league  team.” 

That  may  go  down  as  one  of 
Duquette’s  great  understatements. 

When  Daubach  homered  in  each  of 
the  first  two  games  after  the  All-Star 
break,  it  gave  him  11  in  a  Red  Sox  uni¬ 
form.  Through  July  29  he  was  hitting  .318 
with  21  doubles  and  43  RBI.  On  the  Red 
Sox,  only  Nomar  Garciaparra  was  pro¬ 
ducing  as  many  runs  per  at-bat. 

“In  spring  training,  I  had  to  find  out 
who  he  was,”  admitted  Manager  Jimy 
Williams.  “But  I  watched  this  kid  taking 
batting  practice  on  Field  2,  and  I  remem¬ 
ber  watching  those  balls  he  hit  carry  out 
to  left  field.  You  see  a  good  swing,  you  see 
the  ball  carry,  and  you  watch  the  kid.” 
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The  more  Williams  watched,  the  more 
he  liked  what  he  saw  —  and  what  he 
heard.  It  was  the  sound  of  solid  contact. 

“He  hit  a  homer  recently  against  the 
White  Sox  to  put  us  on  the  board,  and 
that  ball  had  a  different  sound  when  he 
hit  it.  Sometimes  you  can  turn  your  back 
and  almost  tell  who’s  hitting.  That’s  the 
way  it  is  with  him.” 

What  the  manager  likes  most  is 
Daubach’s  willingness  and  capability  to 
drive  the  ball  to  all  fields.  “He’s  expand¬ 
ed  some  of  the  things  I  heard  he  could  do 
with  the  bat,”  Williams  said. 

“This  team  is  very  fortunate  to  have 
signed  a  guy  like  that.  Maybe  we  caught  it 
at  the  right  time  from  the  standpoint  of 
signing  a  kid  who  was  ready  to  play  at 
this  level  and  be  successful  at  this  level. 
It’s  a  tribute  to  our  scouting  system.  I 
know  he  played  winter  ball  for  Dave 
Jauss  (in  the  Dominican  Republic).  He 
(Jauss)  is  probably  one  of  the  key  reasons 
he’s  here.” 


“The  big  thing  was  getting  an  oppor¬ 
tunity,  which  I’ve  been  lucky  enough  to 
get  here  and  take  advantage  of,”  said 
Daubach,  who  toiled  for  nine  seasons  in 
the  minor  leagues  before  getting  the 
proverbial  “cup  of  coffee”  with  the 
Marlins  last  September. 

There  were  times  when  Daubach 
questioned  whether  he’d  ever  get  that 
chance.  Coming  up  through  the  Mets  sys¬ 
tem,  he  hit  just  23  home  runs  in  his  first 
five  minor  league  seasons.  With  Florida, 
he  was  squeezed  out,  landing  behind 
younger,  higher-profile  prospects  such  as 
Mark  Kotsay,  Cliff  Floyd,  Todd 
Dunwoody  and  Derek  Lee. 

“I  always  had  fun  playing,  no  matter 
what,  so  I  never  thought  about  quitting,” 
Daubach  said.  “That  was  never  an  option 
for  me.” 

Finding  a  place  in  the  majors  was  one 
thing.  Playing  regularly  for  a  playoff  con¬ 
tender  has  been  quite  another  for 
Daubach. 


“You’ve  got  to  remember  that,  last  year, 
the  Marlins  were  already  30-something 
games  out  by  the  time  I  got  called  up,”  he 
said.  “It  was  September,  and  everybody 
kind  of  wanted  to  get  the  season  over  with. 
So  my  first  taste  of  the  major  leagues 
wasn’t  really  what  I  expected. 

“This  year  in  Boston  has  been  more 
than  I  expected.  Playing  at  Fenway  has 
been  nice.  You  hear  so  much  about  it, 
growing  up.  The  fans  have  been  great. 
How  the  game  goes  is  how  their  day  goes. 
It’s  more  what  I’m  used  to.  I  come  from 
the  St.  Louis  area,  and  that’s  a  pretty  good 
baseball  town,  too.” 

So,  if  Red  Sox  fans  were  excited  by  the 
first  half  of  the  season,  imagine  the  joy  of 
the  Daubach  clan  in  Belleville,  IL. 

“My  family,  friends,  everybody  is 
pretty  excited,”  Daubach  said.  “My  fami¬ 
ly  gets  (Red  Sox)  games  on  satellite,  and 
they  started  to  get  crowds  over  at  my 
house.  I  think  my  mom  and  dad  might  be 
getting  tired  of  it.” 

To  help  facilitate  the  masses,  Daubach 
left  some  100  tickets  when  the  Red  Sox 
visited  Comiskey  Park  in  July. 

Daubach’s  versatility  helped  him 
make  the  team  out  of  spring  training. 
Although  he’s  been  used  primarily  at  first 
base  and  as  the  DH,  he  has  also  played 
the  outfield. 

Versatility  has  also  helped  Offerman 
fill  the  bill  for  Boston.  Early  on,  with 
Daubach  unproven,  he  was  playing  some 
first  base.  Gradually,  Offerman  moved  into 
the  second  base  spot,  a  position  that 
became  his  alone  when  Jeff  Frye  was  hurt. 

“I  always  told  them  that  no  matter 
where  they  want  to  put  me,  I  just  want  to 
go  there  and  try  to  do  the  job,”  said 
Offerman,  who  played  shortstop  for  the 
Dodgers  from  1991-95. 

Offerman  did  the  job  well  enough  at 
second  base  in  the  first  half,  that  when 
American  League  All-Star  Manager  Joe 
Torre  was  filling  out  his  roster,  he  select¬ 
ed  Offerman  to  the  team. 

Offensively,  Offerman  started  the  sea¬ 
son  like  a  house  ablaze.  He  was  batting 
.346  through  mid-May  and  was  producing 
extra-base  hits  with  startling  regularity. 

Ironically,  when  the  All-Star  break 
came,  Offerman  was  in  the  throes  of  a  2 
for  38  slump  that  dropped  his  average  as 
low  as  .270.  The  dip  didn’t  last  long.  In 
the  first  game  of  the  second  half,  leading

off  the  bottom  of  the  first  inning, 
Offerman  sent  a  pitch  from  fellow  All- 
Star  Paul  Byrd  into  the  Red  Sox  bullpen. 
It  was  his  fourth  homer  of  the  season.  By 
July  29  he  was  hitting  .272  with  35  extra¬ 
base  hits  and  a  12  stolen  bases. 

Offerman  had  another  big  game  in 
June,  connecting  for  his  first  grand  slam 
and  driving  in  a  career-high  six  runs  with 
a  two-homer  game  vs.  the  White  Sox  on 
June  28. 

Although  Williams  notes,  “I’ve  seen 
him  hit  some  balls  a  long  way,”  that  was 
an  atypical  game  for  Offerman.  He’s  a 
slashing  hitter  who  relies  on  contact  and 
speed,  not  power.  That’s  why  he  was 
placed  in  the  unenviable  position  of  com¬ 
ing  to  town  just  as  Mo  Vaughn  was  leav¬ 
ing  last  winter.  Many  viewed  him  as  the 
offensive  replacement. 

“Some  people  are  going  to  stay  with 
that  (comparison),  but  we  are  different 
players,”  Offerman  said.  “My  reason  to  be 
here  is  not  because  he  left.  People  have  to 
realize  what  I  can  bring  to  the  team  is  a 
lot  different  than  what  a  player  like  Mo 
can  bring  to  the  team.  My  job  is  to  get  on 
base  every  time  I  can.” 

“The  guy  can  hit,”  said  Hitting  Coach 
Jim  Rice.  “At  times  there’s  a  lot  of  empha¬ 
sis  on  numbers,  but  what  doesn’t  show 
up  is  moving  runners  over  or  getting  a 
guy  in.  He  can  hit,  he  can  run,  and  he  can 
go  for  the  extra  base. 

He’s  going  to  help  the  ballclub  by 
doing  that.  He’s  got  the  tools  to  do  what 
he  wants  to  do... I  don’t  think  he’s  going 
to  hit  you  30  home  runs,  but  he  gets  the 
ball  to  the  outfield  and  to  the  gaps,  and 


once  you  get  it  in  the  gap,  you’re  going  to 
see  triples  and  going  to  see  doubles.” 

Williams  has  consistently  used 
Offerman  at  or  near  the  top  of  the  order. 

“A  lot  of  times  he’s  had  six-,  seven-, 
eight-pitch  at-bats,”  Williams  said. 
“Whether  he’s  gotten  on  base  or  not, 
when  you  can  make  a  pitcher  throw  that 
many  pitches  at  the  outset  of  a  game,  it 
maybe  sets  the  tone  for  the  rest  of  the 
game.  Then  you  add  in  his  offensive 
skills  —  speed,  contact.  He’s  a  good  hitter 
with  guys  on  base.” 

Offerman  came  to  town  with  a  reputa¬ 
tion  for  being  unreliable  in  the  field  —  a 
tag  acquired  when  he  led  the  N.L.  in 
errors  with  the  Dodgers  in  1992  and  1993. 
He  has,  however,  displayed  an  adequate 
glove  at  second  base  and  made  a  number 
of  sparkling  plays,  particularly  on  ground 
balls  hit  to  his  left. 

“People  have  their  own  opinions,”  he 
said.  “I  know  what  I  can  do  in  the  field. 
People  still  look  at  me  with  the  eyes  that 
were  on  me  when  I  used  to  play  in  L.A. 
Nobody  wants  to  realize  we’re  in  a  differ¬ 
ent  year.  It’s  been  a  long  time  from  when 
I  went  through  that.  I  know  myself  a  lot 
better,  and  everything  I  can  do  in  the  field 
is  a  lot  better  that  what  I  used  to  do.” 

“You  have  to  know  yourself,” 
Daubach  said.  “I’ve  taken  a  lot  of  extra 


soft  tosses  before  batting  practice.  Now,  I 
know  my  swing  a  lot  better  than  I  used  to. 
I  can  tell  when  I’m  swinging  well  and 
when  I’m  not.  I’ve  learned  a  lot  more 
about  what  I  can  do  to  help  myself  get  out 
of  a  slump  rather  than  relying  on  other 
people.” 

Rice  says  mastering  the  art  will  be  an 
ongoing  process  for  Daubach  as  he  con¬ 
tinues  to  learn  more  about  his  own  bat¬ 
ting  style. 

“It’s  just  a  matter  of  him  learning  more 
about  himself,”  Rice  said.  “He  can  hit,  no 
doubt  about  it  —  and  he’s  doing  a  pretty 
good  job.” 

“I  think  it’s  only  the  last  two  or  three 
years  that  I’ve  become  a  pretty  good  hit¬ 
ter,”  said  Daubach,  who  never  hit  above 
.300  until  last  season.  “Last  year  was  a  big 
confidence  boost  for  me.  One  thing  was 
that  a  lot  of  the  guys  I  was  hitting  off  went 
to  the  major  leagues  at  some  point  and 
had  success.  I  think  I  can  compete  with 
those  guys.” 

Daubach  is  doing  more  than  compet¬ 
ing.  He’s  excelling,  and  if  he  keeps  it  up, 
he  could  be  in  Boston  for  years  to  come. 

That’s  Offerman’s  goal.  “I  hope  I  can 
stay  here  for  a  long  time,”  he  said. 
“Boston  is  a  nice  city.  The  way  they 
appreciate  the  game  is  unbelievable.  It 
feels  good  to  be  part  of  that.”  ■

AUGUST  2 

1901:  RHP  Cy  Young  won  a  16-0  shutout  at 
Philadelphia  to  make  his  record  20-5. 

1904:  Red  Sox  pitchers  Bill  Dinneen  and 
Norwood  Gibson,  SS  Freddy  Parent  and  2B 
Hobe  Ferriss  prevented  a  potential  tragedy  when 
they  discovered  and  extinguished  a  fire  at  their 
hotel  (Hotel  Euclid)  in  Cleveland  following  their 
game  at  League  Park.  It  was  suggested  they 
receive  Carnegie  medals  for  their  bravery. 

1 923:  The  Red  Sox  were  officially  purchased  by 
Bob  Quinn  and  his  associates. 

1 940:  SS  Joe  Cronin  hit  for  the  cycle  vs.  the 
Tigers  at  Detroit.

This  date 
also  marked  the  I  st  time  in  years  that  a  Red  Sox 
farm  team  played  in  Fenway  as  the  AA  Bristol 
Red  Sox  lost  to  the  Eastern  League  All-Stars,  5-3, 
prior  to  the  Sox-Angels  game. 

1 979:  Jim  Rice  hit  HR  #30  vs.  the  Brewers  at 
Fenway  and  became  only  the  3rd  Boston  player 
to  hit  30  HR  3  straight  seasons. Jimmie  Foxx  did 
so  in  5  straight  seasons, Ted  Williams,  4. 

1 990:  The  Red  Sox  won  the  “rally  cap’game  at 
Seattle,  4-2,  in  14  innings  on  Dwight  Evans’  2-R 
HR.  Each  team  tried  various  antics,  draping  white 
towels  over  their  heads,  wearing  caps  backwards, 
putting  shaving  cream  on  their  faces,  in  their 
respective  dugouts  to  help  conjure  up  some 
game-winning  luck. 

1993:  Roger  Clemens  notched  his  2,000th 
career  strikeout  vs.  the  Yankees  Danny  Tartabull 
at  Fenway. 

1 996:  Roger  Clemens  recorded  his  2,506th 
career  strikeout  vs.  Milwaukee’s  Marc  Newfield 
and  surpassed  Hall  of  Famer  Christy  Mathewson 
whom  he  portrayed  in  the  film  “Cobb.” 


AUGUST  12 

1908:  RHP  Smokey  Joe  Wood  was  purchased

Since 
WWll.this  had  been  accomplished  only  4  times, 
all  by  Yankee  players:  Charlie  Keller, ‘46;  Joe 
DiMaggio,‘48  and  ‘50;  and  Mickey  Mantle, ‘55. 

1 982:  The  Red  Sox  tied  a  major  league  record 
receiving  3  intentional  walks  in  the  7th  inning  vs. 
Baltimore  at  Fenway  in  an  8-0  Sox  win. 

AUGUST  16 

1914:  LHP  Babe  Ruth  was  sent  to  Providence. 

191 6: The  Red  Sox  hoisted  their  1915 
championship  flag  at  Fenway  Park. 

1919:  Babe  Ruth  hit  the  longest  homer  to  date 
at  Chicago’s  American  League  Grounds. 

1 946:  Fenway  Park  set  an  all-time  attendance 
record  (to  this  date)  at  1,015,425  when  29,226 
saw  the  Red  Sox  defeat  the  Yankees,  4- 1 ,  for 
their  80th  win  of  the  season,  the  earliest  they 
had  done  so. 

I  953:  Ted  Williams  received  a  5-minute  ovation 
from  25,564  Fenway  fans  in  his  I  st  start  since 
returning  from  active  duty  in  Korea.  He 
responded  with  a  home  run  and  a  double  vs. 
Washington. 

1965:  RHP  Earl  Wilson  hit  2  home  runs  in  a  5-4 
loss  to  Chicago  at  Fenway  Park. 

1978:  RHP  LuisTiant  won  his  200th  M.L.  game 
by  defeating  the  Angels  and  Nolan  Ryan,  4-2,  at 
Anaheim  on  a  Jim  Rice  two-run  HR. 
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1992:  Coach  Don  Zimmer  announced  he  would 
not  return  to  the  Red  Sox  in  1993. 

1995:  Chris  James  became  the  49th  player  to 
appear  in  a  regular-season  game  for  the  Red  Sox, 
setting  a  team  record,  when  he  played  RF  at 
Fenway. 

AUGUST  17 

I904:jesse  Tannehill  pitched  a  6-0  no-hitter  vs. 
the  Chicago  White  Sox  at  the  Huntington  Ave. 
Grounds. 

1940:  Jimmie  Foxx  hit  a  home  run  in  his  5th 
straight  game,  a  1 2-9  win  vs.  Washington,  to  set  a 
club  record  for  HR  in  consecutive  games. 

1 950:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Philadelphia 
Athletics,  10-6,  at  Fenway  in  the  A.L.’s  1st  Ladies’ 
Night  Game. 

l953:The  City  of  Boston  officially  welcomed 
Ted  Williams  back  from  his  38  Marine  air  combat 
missions  in  Korea  with  a  parade  and  dinner. 

1 960: The  Sporting  News  named  Ted  Williams 
the  player  of  the  decade. 

1 974:  RF  Dwight  Evans  had  9  putouts  in  9 
innings  vs.  Minnesota. 

1979:  INF  Ted  Sizemore  was  purchased  from  the 
Chicago  Cubs  for  cash  and  a  player  to  be  named 
later  (C  Mike  O’Berry). 

1 987:  SS  Glenn  Hoffman  was  traded  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Dodgers. 

1997:  Nomar  Garciaparra  extended  his  hit 
streak  to  20  games  vs.  Minnesota  tying  Fred  Lynn 
for  the  club  rookie  record  as  the  Red  Sox 
concluded  a  4-game  sweep  of  the  Twins  at 
Fenway. 

AUGUST  18 

1915:  Braves  Field  opened. The  Red  Sox  would 
play  some  World  Series  and  Sunday  games  there. 

1937:  RHP  Charlie  Wagner  was  purchased  from 
AAA  Minneapolis  for  cash  and  2  players  to  be 
named  later. 

1 940: Ted  Williams  referred  to  his  $12,500 
salary  as  “peanuts.” 

1 965:  The  Red  Sox  made  a  triple  play  vs.  the 
Baltimore  Orioles,  when  3B  Frank  Malzone 
started  a  5-4-3-5  gem  on  a  Brooks  Robinson 
grounder. 

1967:  RFTony  Conigliaro  was  hit  in  the  face  by 
a  pitch  thrown  by  California  Angels  RHP  Jack 
Hamilton  sustaining  a  fractured  cheek  bone 
during  a  3-2  night  game  Sox  win  at  Fenway  Park. 

l975:The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  San  Francisco 
Giants,  I  1-5,  at  the  annual  Hall  of  Fame  Game  at 
Cooperstown,  NY. 

1981:  Carl  Yastrzemski  had  his  I  1,000th  career 
at-bat. 

1993:  Danny  Darwin  allowed  only  I  hit,  a  I -out, 
8th-inning  triple  by  Chicago’s  Dan  Pasqua  in  a  5- 
0  win  at  Fenway. 

AUGUST  19 

1920:  Boston  owner  Harry  Frazee  announced 
the  postponement  of  the  August  20  game  out  of 
respect  to  Cleveland  player  Ray  Chapman  who 
was  killed  by  a  pitch  at  New  York. 

1 934: The  largest  crowd  in  Fenway  Park  history, 
46,995,  attended  a  Sunday  DH  between  the  Red 
Sox  and  Tigers. The  Sox  Julius  Solters  hit  for  the 
cycle  in  game  I . 

1 939:Ted  Williams  hit  his  1st  M.L.  grand  slam  in 
an  8-6  Red  Sox  win  vs. Washington. 

1940:  In  their  last  19  games,  the  Red  Sox  hit  19 


home  runs. 

I  954: Ted  Williams  singled  and  doubled  vs. 
Washington  to  end  an  0-17  slump. 

1961:  Boston  and  Detroit  tied  a  major  league 
record  grounding  into  8  double  plays  in  9  innings 
as  the  Red  Sox  defeated  Detroit  5-3. 

I  967:  Norm  Siebern  hit  a  clutch,  3-run,  pinch-hit 
triple  to  help  the  Red  Sox  beat  California,  12-1  I, 
in  a  crucial  4-game  series  at  Fenway  Park.  Carl 
Yastrzemski  hit  his  29th  HR  plus  a  double  and 
two  singles. 

1972:  LuisTiant  began  a  stretch  of  pitching  40 
straight  scoreless  innings  with  a  3-0,  two-hitter 
in  Chicago. 

l99l:The  Boston-Cleveland  game  at  Fenway 
Park  was  cancelled  due  to  Hurricane  Bob. 

AUGUST  20 

1 928:  The  Red  Sox  were  defeated  by  Chicago, 
6-4,  at  Fenway  Park  as  pitcher  Red  Ruffing  lost 
his  20th  game  of  the  season. 

1 960: Ted  Williams  walked  for  the  2,000th  time 
vs.  Baltimore  P  Chuck  Estrada. 

1967:  OF  Reggie  Smith  became  the  1st  Red  Sox 
player  ever  to  hit  HR  from  each  side  and  the  1st 
player  to  do  it  at  Fenway  Park  vs.  California.  LF 
Carl  Yastrzemski  hit  two  3-R  HR,  one  in  each 
game  of  the  DH.The  Sox  trailed,  8-0,  at  one 
point  in  game  2,  but  came  back  to  win,  9-8,  as 
the  Red  Sox  concluded  a  4-game  sweep  of  the 
Angels. 

1976:  Mrs  .Jean  Yawkey  was  named  Red  Sox 
president. 

1989:  Dwight  Evans  moved  into  4th  place,  ahead 
of  Bobby  Doerr  on  the  Sox  all-time  RBI  list,  with 
1,248  on  a  Ist-inning  RBI-double  vs.  Milwaukee. 

l997:The  Red  Sox  and  Athletics  played  their 
entire  3-game  series  in  the  span  of  one  day  (23 
hrs.,  26  min.)  due  to  a  rainout  of  the  August  1 9th 
game.  A  twi-nighter  was  scheduled.  Nomar 
Garciaparra’s  2 1 -game  hit  streak  set  a  Sox 
rookie  record. 

AUGUST  21 

1903:  Boston  won  their  game  at  Chicago,  I  1-3, 
as  Chicago  LF  Ducky  Holmes  set  a  record  with 
4  OF  assists. 

1916:  INF  Jack  Barry  had  4  sacrifice  bunts  vs. 
Cleveland,  which  is  tied  for  the  M.L.  record. 

1920:  Waite  Hoyt  and  Herb  Pennock  shut  out 
Cleveland,  1 2-0,  and,  4-0,  knocking  them  out  of 
I  st  place. 

l96l:The  Milwaukee  Braves  returned  to  Boston 
for  an  exhibition  game  vs.  the  Red  Sox  to  benefit 
the  Jimmy  Fund.  Braves  LHP  Warren  Spahn 
pitched  the  1st  inning  and  retired  Sox  batters  on 
I  I  pitches  striking  out  rookies  Chuck  Schilling 
and  Carl  Yastrzemski. 

1970:  Carl  Yastrzemski’s  consecutive  350-game 
playing  string,  that  started  on  June  27,  1968, 
ended. 

1974:  LHP  Roger  Moret  pitched  a  spectacular 
one-hitter,  striking  out  12  Chicago  White  Sox. 
Dick  Allen  had  an  infield  single  in  the  7th  inning. 
President  Tom  Yawkey  awarded  him  with  a  new 
contract. 

1975:  OF  Tony  Conigliaro  retired  from  baseball. 

1982:  Carl  Yastrzemski  became  the  3rd  M.L. 
player  to  play  in  100  games  or  more  for  21 
straight  seasons.  (Hank  Aaron,  22  yrs.,  Stan 
Musial,  21  yrs.). 

1984:  Rookie  Roger  Clemens  struck  out  15 


Royals  at  Fenway  Park  and  allowed  7  hits  and  no 
walks  in  an  I  I -I  Red  Sox  win  as  LFJim  Rice  and 
CF  Tony  Armas  homered. 

1 986:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Indians  at 
Cleveland,  24-5,  the  most  runs  scored  vs. 
Cleveland  in  their  86-year  history.  22  of  the  runs 
scored  with  2  outs.  SS  Spike  Owen  scored  6 
runs  to  tie  with  Johnny  Pesky  for  the  M.L. 
record. 

1997:  Nomar  Garciaparra  had  his  1 0th  triple  of 
the  season  becoming  the  1st  Sox  player  to  do  so 
since  Jim  Rice  led  the  M.L.  with  1 5  in  1 978.  In 
addition  Nomar  also  became  the  1st  Sox  player 
to  reach  double  figures  in  doubles  (33),  HR  (21) 
and  SB  (18)  since  Jackie  Jensen  did  so  in  1956.

Washington  to  raise  his  average  to  .529  (9-17) 
since  returning  from  active  duty. 

1971:  Oakland  A’s  Bert  Campaneris  led  off  the 
I  st  inning  of  game  2  of  a  DH  vs.  the  Red  Sox 
with  a  HR.  With  2  out  in  the  9th  inning  and  the 
score  tied  I  - 1 ,  Reggie  Jackson  hit  an  inside-the- 
park  HR  to  win  the  game  for  the  A’s  2- 1 .  Sonny

at  Fenway  Park  in  a  7-6,  I  I -inning  A’s  win. 

l986:The  Red  Sox  and  Bruce  Hurst  defeated 
the  Indians  for  the  I  Ith  straight  time  in 
Cleveland,  6-3. 

1992:  Rookie  SS  John  Valentin  hit  his  1st  M.L. 
homer,  a  grand  slam  vs.  the  Mariners  at  Fenway 
off  Mike  Schooler  to  help  the  Sox  win  10-8. 

1993:  RF  Rob  Deer  hit  a  HR  in  his  1st  Red  Sox 
plate  appearance  vs.  Cleveland  in  a  losing  effort, 
3-2. 

1997:  Nomar  Garciaparra  hit  his  23rd  HR 
setting  an  American  League  rookie  record  for  SS. 

AUGUST  23 

1938:  Jimmie  Foxx’s  9th-inning  grand  slam 
defeated  the  Cleveland  Indians,  14-12,  in  the  2nd 
game  of  a  Fenway  Park  DH.The  Sox  won  the  1st 
game  13-3. 

1951:  LHP  Mel  Parnell  pitched  a  complete  game 
at  St.  Louis  for  his  15th  win  of  the  season.  He 
also  had  4  hits  and  2  RBI  in  a  9-3  Red  Sox  win. 

1968:  Carl  Yastrzemski  made  his  M.L.  debut  at 
first  base  vs.  the  Orioles  at  Baltimore. 

1974:  LuisTiant  won  his  20th  game  of  the 
season,  3-0,  defeating  Vida  Blue  and  the  Oakland 
A’s  before  the  largest  Fenway  crowd  in  1 8  years, 
35,866.  LF  Tommy  Harper  hit  a  leadoff  HR  in  the 
1st  inning. The  win  increased  the  Red  Sox  record 
to  70-54  and  a  7-game,  Ist-place  lead. 

1982:  Seattle’s  Gaylord  Perry  was  ejected, 
suspended  and  fined  for  throwing  a  spitter  vs. 
the  Red  Sox  in  Seattle.  He  was  only  the  2nd 
pitcher  in  62  years  to  receive  such  a  sentence. 

1 984:  SS  Jackie  Gutierrez  was  honored  by  the 
Colombian  Consulate  in  Boston  for  his 
contributions  to  Colombian  sports.  He  was  the 
only  active  player  in  the  M.L.  from  Colombia,  S.A. 
and  the  3rd  in  the  M.L.  to  that  time.

Progress  is  counter-clockwise  with  progress  to  first  base  indicated  in  lower  right-hand 
corner,  to  second  in  upper  righthand  corner,  to  third  in  upper  left-hand  corner  and  to 
home  in  lower  left.  In  example  to  left,  batter  reached  first  on  an  error  by  the  second 
baseman,  stole  second,  went  to  third  on  a  wild  pitch  and  scored  on  a  passed  ball.  It  is 
convenient  to  shade  the  diamond  as  shown  so  that  scoring  plays  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.

This  year  marks  the  60th  anniversary  of  the  last 
great  season  produced  by  Red  Sox  slugger 
Jimmie  Foxx  also  known  as  “Double  X”  and 
“the  Beast”  when  he  played  for  Boston.  Foxx 
had  joined  Joe  Cronin’s  club  for  the  1936  season 
as  part  of  owner  Tom  Yawkey’s  efforts  to 
upgrade  the  Red  Sox  from  a  perennial  tailender  to  pennant 
contender  and  rival  of  the  New  York  Yankees.  The  1939  sea¬ 
son  was  a  delight  for  Red  Sox  fans  given  the  batting  of  Foxx, 
rookie  Ted  Williams  and  their  other  teammates  and  the  club’s 
early-season  pursuit  of  the  American  League  flag. 

Foxx  was  coming  off  one  of  his  very  best  seasons  in  the 
major  leagues  having  led  the  circuit  in  batting  average  (.349) 
and  runs  batted  in  (175)  in  1938.  Jim  placed  second  in  the 
league  in  homers  (50)  that  season,  and  his  home  run  and  RBI 
totals  in  1938  still  stand  as  single-season  records  for  a  Red  Sox 
player.  Foxx  figured  his  best  year  was  still  ahead  as  he  signed 
a  contract  for  about  $30,000  at  the  end  of  January  1939.  He  pre¬ 
dicted  that  Babe  Ruth’s  record  of  60  homers  in  a  season  would 
be  broken  —  “eventually.”  Foxx  said,  “Why  not?  Hank 
Greenberg  (in  1938)  and  I  (in  1932)  have  both  smacked  58  in  a 
season  —  if  we  come  that  close,  it  seems  likely  that  somebody 
will  squeeze  out  three  more  circuit  clouts  for  a  new  mark.” 

There  was  little  doubt  about  the  Red  Sox  hitting  ability 
going  into  the  1939  season  with  a  lineup  that  included  Joe 
Vosmik,  Doc  Cramer,  Bobby  Doerr,  Foxx,  Williams,  Cronin  and 
Jim  Tabor.  It  was  Boston’s  pitching  that  was  suspect.  Manager 
Cronin  had  to  give  up  infielder  Pinky  Higgins  and  pitcher 
Archie  McKain  late  in  1938  to  obtain  pitcher  Elden  Auker 
from  the  Detroit  Tigers,  who  had  won  77  games  and  lost  52 
over  the  previous  six  seasons  with  his  submarine-underhand 
delivery. 

Auker  and  Foxx  became  season-long  roommates  on  road 
trips  during  the  1939  season.  The  former  opponents  became 
such  close  friends  that  Elden  and  his  wife,  Mildred,  named 
their  son,  born  two  years  later,  after  Foxx:  “James  Emory 
Auker.”  Auker,  interviewed  by  phone  from  his  home  in  Vero 
Beach,  Florida  in  1996  recalled:  “We’d  always  get  the  morning 
paper  to  read  during  breakfast  (during  road  trips)  to  see  what 
Hitler  was  doing,  how  England  was  holding  up  under  the  mil¬ 
itary  pressure  from  Germany,  and  how  President  Roosevelt 
was  reacting.”  The  two  players  pored  through  box  scores  in 
the  sports  pages  to  see  how  other  players  were  doing.  And  dur¬ 
ing  the  Red  Sox  homestands,  Elden  and  his  wife  often  invited 
Foxx  and  Williams  over  to  their  house  for  fried  chicken  din¬ 
ner.  Elden  said  of  Double  X:  “He  (Foxx)  went  about  his  busi¬ 
ness  like  he  was  going  to  the  office.  He  never  seemed  to  let  his 
personal  problems  affect  his  playing  performance.  He  laughed 
a  lot  and  always  seemed  to  be  grinning.” 

Because  Foxx  had  such  an  outstanding  year  in  1938,  the 
Red  Sox  slugger  was  featured  on  the  1939  covers  of  the 
Louisville  Slugger’s  Famous  Slugger  Yearbook  and  Who’s  Who 
in  Baseball.  But  an  especially  interesting  article  about  Foxx 
appeared  in  the  August  1939  issue  of  Athlete:  Facts  and 
Fiction  For  Fan  and  Athlete.  Foxx  appeared  on  the  cover  of 
this  issue  by  himself  in  a  batting  pose  from  the  armpits  up,  and 
the  detail  and  color  of  his  face  and  uniform  were  striking.  His

Foxx  went  about  his  business  like  he  was 
going  to  the  office.  He  never  seemed  to 
let  his  personal  problems  affect  his 
playing  performance.  He  laughed  a  lot 
and  always  seemed  to  be  grinning. 


“Baseball  Centennial”  patch  (1839-1939) 
was  in  plain  view  on  his  left  arm  near  his 
shoulder  —  the  same  patch  worn  by  all 
major  leaguers  that  year  to  commemorate 
what  was  believed  to  be  the  100th 
anniversary  of  baseball.  The  National 
Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  commemorated  the 
“centennial”  by  formally  opening  its 
doors  for  the  first  time  on  June  12. 

The  article  in  Athlete  was  called 
“Under  Pressure,”  with  Foxx  having  the 
byline,  but  it  was  probably  ghostwritten 
by  a  sportswriter  who  interviewed 
Double  X.  Jim  said,  “I’m  being  pressed 
right  now  by  everybody  from  the  club¬ 
house  boy  to  the  most  casual  fan  to  per¬ 
form  the  small  miracle  of  putting  togeth¬ 
er  two  seasons  which  match,  making  this 
one  like  the  one  I  enjoyed  last  year.”  Foxx 
had  already  won  three  A.L.  Most 
Valuable  Player  Awards  (1932,  1933  and 
1938)  by  this  time,  and  he  knew  that 
some  of  his  past  seasons  were  of  such  a 
high  caliber  of  play  that  anything  less 
would  be  a  disappointment  to  the  fans 
and  management  (and  himself).  He 
recalled  some  of  the  pressure  he  felt 
when  batting  at  critical  moments  for  the 
Philadelphia  Athletics  in  the  1929  and 
1930  World  Series,  and  when  he  chased 
Babe  Ruth’s  single-season  home  run 
record  in  1932. 

But  more  important  to  Red  Sox  fans, 
Double  X  talked  about  the  Red  Sox  and 
their  chances  to  catch  the  Yankees.  The 
Yankees  going  into  the  1939  season  had 
won  three  straight  pennants  and  World 
Series.  Foxx  asserted  that  the  Red  Sox 
would  need  a  formula  that  the  Yankees 
used.  The  key,  said  Foxx,  was  to  maintain 
a  steady  stream  of  high  quality  rookies 
trying  out  for  the  club  year  after  year, 
with  at  least  a  couple  of  them  sticking 
with  the  club  and  making  major  contribu¬ 
tions.  This  ploy  assured  that  veteran  stars 
on  the  club  gave  their  best  efforts  and 
didn’t  become  complacent,  and  main¬ 
tained  a  good  balance  of  productive  vet¬ 
erans  and  younger  players  in  their  prime 
years  of  play.  Of  course,  actually  pulling 
off  this  strategy  was  easier  said  than 
done. 

The  Red  Sox  placed  second  behind  the 
pace-setting  Yankees  almost  the  entire 
spring  and  summer  of  1939  with  Foxx 
usually  batting  third  in  the  lineup  and 
Williams  batting  sixth  at  the  beginning  of 


the  season,  but  more  often  fifth  and  fourth 
thereafter.  The  highly  productive  batting 
by  the  Red  Sox  resulted  in  Foxx  averaging 
a  run  scored  per  game  and  Williams  driv¬ 
ing  in  runs  at  a  record  pace  for  a  rookie 
batsman  throughout  the  season.  After  the 
games  of  August  10,  the  Red  Sox  were 
only  5  1/2  games  behind  the  first-place 
Yankees,  but  Cronin’s  club  slowly  lost 
ground  from  then  on.  By  the  time  the  Red 
Sox  played  the  Yankees  at  Yankee 
Stadium  in  early  September,  Boston  was 
all  but  mathematically  eliminated. 

Foxx  homered  once  during  a  double- 
header  split  against  the  Senators  on 
September  4  for  his  league-leading  35th 
home  run  of  the  season.  It  would  be  his 
last  homer  of  the  season.  The  Red  Sox  did 
not  play  the  following  day.  Then  on 
September  6,  the  Red  Sox  and  Yankees 
opened  their  series,  and  Foxx  was  hitless 
in  all  three  games,  the  first  time  that  Jim 
had  been  hitless  in  three  straight  games  all 
season.  Double  X  complained  of  severe 
pain  in  his  side  on  September  7  and  8. 

Finally  Jim  entered  the  hospital  the 
following  day  after  visiting  with  Manager 
Cronin  and  his  teammates  at  Shibe  Park 


before  the  Red  Sox  and  A’s  squared  off  on 
Foxx’  old  home  field.  That  same  day, 
Foxx’  doctors  performed  a  successful 
appendectomy  on  him  at  St.  Joseph’s 
Hospital  in  Philadelphia.  Cronin  immedi¬ 
ately  announced  that  Foxx  would  not 
play  again  during  the  1939  season  — 
there  was  no  need  to  risk  injury  to  his  star 
slugger  with  the  Yankees  so  far  ahead  of 
the  Red  Sox  in  the  standings. 

Despite  missing  the  Red  Sox  last  20 
games  because  of  his  appendix  removal, 
Foxx  led  the  A.L.  in  homers  (35)  and  slug¬ 
ging  percentage  (.694)  and  probably  would 
have  led  the  league  in  runs  scored  and 
total  bases,  if  not  for  the  operation.  He 
placed  second  on  the  league  in  batting 
average  (.360)  behind  Joe  DiMaggio  (.381). 
Foxx  had  two  more  productive  seasons 
with  teammate  Ted  Williams  in  1940  and 
1941,  but  not  of  the  caliber  of  his  1938  and 
1939  seasons  for  the  Red  Sox.  ■

AUGUST  24 

1 901:  Boston  players  Chick  Stahl  and  Parson 
Lewis  rescued  umpire  Pongo  Joe  Cantillon  from 
angry  Huntington  Ave.  Grounds  fans  who 
protested  a  call  he  made  against  Boston. 

1918:  LHP  Babe  Ruth  stole  home  vs.  the  St. 

Louis  Browns. 

1 940:  OF  Ted  Williams  pitched  2  innings,  and 
RHP  Jim  Bagby  Jr.  played  the  OF  in  a  game  vs. 
Detroit  at  Fenway  Park. 

1 946:  The  Red  Sox  split  a  DH  with  Chicago, 
winning  game  1 , 6-5,  for  their  85th  win  of  the 
season,  the  earliest  they  had  done  so. 

1 948:  The  Red  Sox  moved  into  I  st  place  with  a 
71-46  record. 

Vern  Stephens  homered  in  the  last  of  the  9th 
with  one  man  on  base  to  beat  the  Indians  9-8.  It 
was  the  15th  time  this  season  that  Stephens  had 
a  game-winning  hit. 

1961:  Because  of  his  fear  of  flying,  RF  Jackie 
Jensen  refused  to  fly  to  Los  Angeles. The  Red 
Sox  announced  they  would  not  pay  Jensen  for 
any  games  he  missed  due  to  this  fear. 

1 977:  It  was  a  long  night  at  Fenway  Park  as  the 
Red  Sox  lost  a  DH,  3-0,  and,  6-3,  to  the  Rangers. 
Game  I  began  at  6:00  p.m„  game  2  ended  at 
2:26  a.m.  on  August  25.  Rain  delayed  the  games  2 
hours  and  22  minutes. 

1997:  Nomar  Garciaparra’s  consecutive  game 
hitting  streak  was  extended  to  26  games  tying 
the  A.L.  rookie  record  set  in  1943  by  the  White 
Sox  Guy  Curtright.  Nomar  also  had  two  stolen 
bases  becoming  the  5th  player  in  Red  Sox 
history  with  20  HR  and  20  SB. 

AUGUST  25 

1911:  RHP  Smokey  Joe  Wood  defeated  St.  Louis, 
3-2,  for  his  20th  win  of  the  season. 

1940:  IB  Jimmie  Foxx  hit  his  3rd  grand  slam  of 
the  season,  this  time  off  Emil  Bildilli  of  the  St. 
Louis  Browns  in  the  6th  inning. 

1946:  RHP  Dave  Ferriss  defeated  the  Indians,  2- 
l,at  Fenway  Park  to  boost  his  record  to  13-0, 
his  final  regular-season  record  at  home. 

1 950:  The  Red  Sox  won  their  I  Ith  straight 
game,  6-2,  vs.  the  Tigers  before  34,  964  at  Fenway 
Park  for  a  73-48  record,  3  1/2  games  behind 
first-place  Detroit. 

I960:  IB  Vic  Wertz  hit  a  PH  grand  slam  vs. 
Cleveland’s  Don  Newcombe. 

1963:  I B  Dick  Stuart  struck  out  6  times  in  a 
DH  in  Cleveland  for  a  total  of  1 23  strikeouts.  He 
surpassed  Jimmie  Foxx’s  Boston  record  of  I  19 


set  in  1 936. 

1965:  RHP  Earl  Wilson  struck  out  13 
Washington  Senators  at  Fenway  Park  to  win  8-3. 

1978:  Amateur  umpires  replaced  striking  M.L. 
umpires  as  the  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Angels,  6-0, 
behind  the  4-H,  complete-game  pitching  of 
Dennis  Eckersley  at  Fenway  Park. 

1990:  LHP  Kevin  Morton  of  the  Red  Sox  AA 
New  Britain  farm  club  pitched  a  7-inning,  1-0 
perfect  game  vs.  Reading. 

1995:  Jose  Canseco  homered  in  his  5th  straight 
game  to  tie  the  Red  Sox  individual  record  for 
consecutive  games  with  a  HR  (J.  Foxx,  I940;T. 
Williams,  1 957;  D.  Stuart,  1 963;  G.  Scott,  1977). 

AUGUST  26 

1941:  The  Indians  Jim  Bagby,  Jr.  walked  Ted 
Williams  4  times  in  a  9-4  Red  Sox  win  at 
Cleveland. 

1 943:  The  Red  Sox  ended  an  8-game  series  (5 
days)  at  Cleveland  (3  DH,  2  single  games). They 
won  3  and  lost  5. 

1945;  Rookie  RHP  Dave  “Boo”Ferriss  won  his 
20th  game,  4-3,  over  the  As  at  Philadelphia.  He 
also  doubled  home  the  winning  run  in  the  1 0th 
inning.

Aug.  14,  Chicago;  Aug.  21  at  Detroit;  Aug.  23  and 
24  at  Cleveland;  Aug.  25,  26,  27  at  Chicago. They 
won  I,  lost  3  and  split  4  of  the  8. 

1918:  RHP  Joe  Bush  struck  out  1 3  Tigers  but 
lost  2-1. 

1 950:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Cleveland 
Indians,  I  1-9,  coming  from  a  7-0  deficit.  Clyde 
Vollmer  hit  the  Red  Sox  9th  grand  slam  of  the 
season. 

1 955:  With  2  outs  in  the  9th  inning  at  Detroit, 
the  Tigers  ahead,  3-0,  and  the  bases  loaded  for 
the  Red  Sox, Ted  Williams  hit  a  grand  slam  for 
the  Sox  4-3  win. 

1967:  RF  JoseTartabull  made  a  sensational 
throw  to  C  Elston  Howard  to  get  Chicago’s  Ken 
Berry  trying  to  score  the  tying  run  from  3rd 


base  in  the  9th  inning  of  a  crucial  4-3  Red  Sox 
win  at  Chicago.  Carl  Yastrzemski  had  homers 
#33  and  #34  on  the  season. 

1 977:  For  the  1 5th  time  this  season,  the  Red  Sox 
hit  back-to-back  HR,  tying  the  M.L.  record.  DH 
Tommy  Helms  and  3B  Butch  Hobson  delivered 
consecutive  HR  vs.  Minnesota’s  Dave  Johnson. 
Bob  Montgomery  and  George  Scott  also 
homered  in  the  7-5  Red  Sox  win. 

1990:  Ellis  Burks  hit  2  HR  in  the  4th  inning  (Sox 
scored  8  runs  in  the  inning)  of  a  12-4  Red  Sox 
win  at  Cleveland,  only  the  2nd  Sox  player  to  do 
so  (Bill  Regan,  June  16,  1928).  Burks  had  5  RBI  as 
Mike  Boddicker  got  the  win. 

AUGUST  28 

1  907:  RHP  Cy  Young  won  his  20th  game  of  the 
season,  5-3,  at  New  York. 

1908:  RHP  Smokey  Joe  Wood  was  purchased 
from  Kansas  City  of  the  American  Association. 

1921:  RHP  Sad  Sam  Jones  won  his  20th  game  of 
the  year,  6-5,  in  I  I  innings  at  Chicago.

1952:  Philadelphia  3B  Billy  Hitchcock  and  Red 
Sox  C  Sammy  White  engaged  in  a  fight  during  a 
game  at  Shibe  Park.  It  was  no  sooner  over  when 
A’s  coach  Tom  Oliver  and  Sox  P  Willard  Nixon 
followed  suit. 

1967:  OF  Ken  Harrelson  was  signed  as  a  free 
agent  after  he  was  released  by  Kansas  City. 

1984:  INF  Ed  Jurak  walked  4  times  in  5  plate 
appearances  at  Minnesota. 

1988:  LHP  Bruce  Hurst  notched  his  1,000th 
career  strikeout  in  the  1st  inning  of  a  Red  Sox  7- 

2  win.  Hurst  struck  out  I  I  Seattle  batters. 

1989:  The  Red  Sox  concluded  a  5-game  sweep 
of  the  Tigers  at  Fenway  Park,  6-3,  behind  Mike 
Boddicker. 

1992:  RHP  Roger  Clemens  got  his  150th  career 
win,  7- 1 ,  vs.  the  Angels  at  Anaheim.

Over  the  years  more  than  1,300 
ballplayers  have  worn  the  Red 
Sox  uniform.  During  this  time, 
the  Red  Sox  have  sent  92  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  the  annual  All- 
Star  Game.  Many  of  these  for¬ 
mer  players  have  elected  to 
live  in  New  England  for  an 
extended  period.  This  is  the 
fifth  in  a  continuing  series  of 
articles  on  “ all-star  memories 
of  adopted  and  native  sons.” 

Carl  Yastrzemski  was  selected 
to  his  first  American  League 
All-Star  team  in  1963. 
Thirty-six  years  later  he  still 
clearly  remembers  walking 
into  the  locker  room  at  Cleveland’s  old 
Municipal  Stadium. 

“Bill  Monbouquette,  Frank  Malzone 
and  Dick  Radatz  were  all  selected  along 
with  me.  When  we  got  to  the  park,  the 
first  player  I  saw  was  Al  Kaline  (Detroit 
Tiger’s  future  Hall  of  Famer).  I  looked 
across  the  room,  and  there  was  Brooks 
Robinson  and  Elston  Howard.  I  was  just  a 
23-year-old  kid.  I  was  in  awe. 

“When  I  got  to  our  dugout,  across  the 
way  I  see  Willie  Mays  and  Roberto 
Clemente.  Then  I  spotted  Stan  Musial 
who  was  my  idol  growing  up  as  a  kid.  I 
remember  being  a  little  overwhelmed.” 

Carl’s  other  strong  memory  of  his  first 
All-Star  selection  involves  the  late  Red 
Sox  owner  Tom  Yawkey.  “When  Bill 
(Monbouquette),  Frank  (Malzone),  Dick 
(Radatz)  and  I  were  picked  for  the  1963 
team,  Mr.  Yawkey  made  it  a  point  to  stop

by  the  locker  room  to  congratulate  us.  He 
was  a  great  person,  and  a  great  owner,  but 
more  than  anything,  he  was  a  great  base¬ 
ball  fan.” 

ALL-TIME  ALL-STAR 

The  term  All-Star  and  the  name  Carl 
Yastrzemski  are  virtually  synonymous. 
Yaz  was  selected  for  the  American 
League  All-Star  team  18  times.  He  was 
the  honorary  Captain  of  the  American 
League  All-Star  team  in  1989.  His  batting 
accomplishments  in  14  All-Star  appear¬ 
ances  place  him  among  the  elite  in  the 
history  of  the  game.  In  Red  Sox  history, 
only  the  legendary  Ted  Williams  with  18 
appearances  in  16  seasons  (Williams 
played  in  both  All-Star  Games  held  in 
1959  and  1960),  has  a  comparable  All- 
Star  record. 

Taking  a  break  from  his  role  as  hon¬ 
orary  chairman  of  the  most  successful 
FanFest  in  baseball  history,  Carl  recently 
recounted  his  All-Star  memories.  “Back 
when  I  was  playing,  it  was  really  only  a 
one-day  event.  Now  it  goes  on  for  several 
days,  and  the  fans  have  a  lot  more  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  get  involved.  My  only  regret  is 
that  we  don’t  have  a  bigger  ballpark  here 
in  Boston  so  more  fans  could  see  the 
games  and  the  other  activities.” 


THE  EARLY  YEARS 

Carl  Michael  Yastrzemski 
succeeded  Ted  Williams  as 
the  Red  Sox  leftfielder  in 
1961.  Yastrzemski  had  been  a 
three-sport  standout  at  tiny 
Bridgehampton  High  School 
on  Long  Island,  New  York.  He 
enrolled  at  Notre  Dame 
University  on  a  combination 
baseball  and  basketball  schol¬ 
arship  in  the  fall  of  1957. 
Yaz’  college  aspirations  were 
put  on  hold  when  he  signed 
with  the  Boston  Red  Sox  dur¬ 
ing  the  Thanksgiving  break  of 
his  sophomore  year. 

The  first  professional 
baseball  stop  for  Yastrzemski 
was  the  Red  Sox  Class  A  team 
in  Raleigh,  NC,  for  the  1959 
season.  His  .377  batting  aver¬ 
age  easily  topped  the  league 
and  earned  him  a  promotion 
to  the  Sox  top  farm  team  in  Minneapolis. 
His  .337  batting  average  in  Triple  A,  and 
the  retirement  of  Ted  Williams  at  the  end 
of  1960  earned  him  a  one-way  ticket  to 
Fenway  Park.  His  career  with  the  major 
league  club  was  to  last  through  23  memo¬ 
rable  seasons. 

Replacing  Williams  in  left  field  and  in 
the  hearts  of  Boston  Red  Sox  fans  was  a 
Herculean  task  for  any  player,  let  alone  a 
20-year-old  with  two 
years  of  professional 
baseball  experience. 

Williams  was  a  larger 
than  life  figure  on  and 
off  the  field.  It  is  often 
said,  only  partly  in 
jest,  that  the  late  actor 
John  Wayne  only 
wished  he  could  be 
Ted  Williams. 

Laboring  under  the 
lengthy  shadow  cast 
by  the  memory  of 
Williams,  Yaz  batted 
.266  in  his  rookie 
1961  year,  and 
improved  to  .296  with 
43  doubles  in  his  sec¬ 
ond  season.  His  All- 
Star  selection  in  July 


of  1963  heralded  his  breakthrough  season 
when  he  led  the  American  League  with  a 
.321  batting  average  while  playing  out¬ 
standing  defense  in  left  field. 

Yaz’  continued  success  earned  him 
All-Star  honors  in  1965  and  1966.  His  first 
six  seasons  in  the  major  leagues  had  estab¬ 
lished  him  as  one  of  the  star  players  in  the 
game.  But  the  1967  season  would  propel 
Carl  Yastrzemski  to  a  place  among  the  elite 
players  in  the  history  of  the  game. 

THE  IMPOSSIBLE  DREAM 
TEAM 

The  1967  Boston  Red  Sox  assembled 
in  Winter  Haven,  FL,  for  spring  training 
under  rookie  Manager  Dick  Williams 
with  little  fanfare.  The  team  had  finished 
in  ninth  place  the  year  before,  and  the 
“experts”  in  Las  Vegas  had  assigned  them 
a  one  in  100  chance  to  win  the  American 
League  pennant. 

The  first  sign  that  things  might  be  dif¬ 
ferent  appeared  when  rookie  pitcher 
Billy  Rohr  came  within  an  Elston  Howard 
single  of  pitching  a  no-hitter  in  his  major 
league  debut  at  Yankee  Stadium.  Rohr’s 
hopes  for  a  no-hitter  were  kept  alive  in 
the  ninth  inning  when  Yaz  made  a  sensa¬ 
tional  catch  of  a  Tom  Tresh  line  drive. 

“One  of  the  big  differences  in  1967,” 
Yaz  recalled,  “is  that  I  was  able  to  work 
out  the  preceding  winter.  In  earlier  years 
I  was  finishing  up  my  college  work.  But  I 
had  completed  my  degree  at  Merrimack

College,  so  I  had  time  to  focus  on  my  con¬ 
ditioning.  I  reported  to  spring  training  in 
great  shape.” 

By  the  time  the  1967  All-Star  Game 
rolled  around,  Yaz  was  among  the  top 
five  in  the  American  League  in  batting 
average,  home  runs,  and  runs  batted  in. 
The  Red  Sox  were  only  six  games  out  of 
first  place  at  the  All-Star  break,  and  it  was 
clear  that  the  team  had  as  good  a  shot  at 
the  American  League  pennant  as  anyone. 

When  he  looks  back  at  the  1967  All- 
Star  Game  held  in  Anaheim,  California, 
one  fact  stands  out  for  Yaz.  “I  remember 
we  had  four  guys  on  the  team,  myself, 
Rico  (Petrocelli),  Tony  (Conigliaro),  and 
Lonnie  (pitcher  Jim  Lonborg).  To  me,  it 
was  an  acknowledgement  that  we  were  a 
team  to  be  reckoned  with.” 

Fellow  All-Star  Rico  Petrocelli  has 
fond  memories  of  Yastrzemski’s  1967  All- 
Star  Game  performance.  “The  game  start¬ 
ed  in  the  twilight  (4:15  PDT)  and  the  hit¬ 
ters  were  having  trouble  seeing  the 
pitches.  That  is,  all  the  hitters  except  Yaz! 
He  had  a  remarkable  ability  to  tune  out 
any  distractions.  Every  time  I  looked  up 
that  day,  it  seemed  he  was  on  base.  He 
was  like  that  all  year.” 

The  1967  American  League  All-Stars 
managed  only  nine  hits  over  15  innings  as 
they  fell  to  their  National  League  counter¬ 
parts  2-1.  But  Yaz  rapped  out  two  singles 
and  a  double  hitting  in  the  shadows  on  a 
sultry,  92-degree  day.  His  two  walks  for 
the  day  meant  he  had  accounted  for  five  of 
the  11  American  League  baserunners. 

The  1967  Red  Sox  held  New  England 
fans  spellbound  all  summer  and  into  the 
fall,  as  they  battled  for  first  place  in  the 
most  exciting  pennant  race  in  American 
League  history.  Their  thrilling  win  over 
the  Minnesota  Twins  on  the  last  day  of 
the  season  touched  off  one  of  the  great 
celebrations  in  Boston  history.  While  a 
different  Red  Sox  hero  seemed  to  emerge 
daily,  the  one  constant  was  Yaz. 

Former  teammate  George  Scott 
remembers  it  this  way,  “Yaz  hit  44 
homers  that  year,  and  43  of  them  meant 
something  big  for  the  team.  It  seemed  like 
every  time  we  needed  a  big  play,  the  man 
stepped  up  and  got  it  done.” 

The  storybook  season  came  to  an  end 
when  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  won  the 
World  Series  four  games  to  three,  but 
Yastrzemski’s  place  was  indelibly  etched

in  baseball  folklore.  Yaz  came 
within  one  vote  of  a  unanimous 
selection  as  the  Most  Valuable 
player  of  the  American  League. 

He  was  selected  by  Sports 
Illustrated  as  the  “1967 
Sportsman  of  the  Year.”  And  he 
achieved  baseball’s  “Triple 
Crown,”  leading  the  American 
League  in  batting,  runs  batted 
in,  and  home  runs.  In  the  31  sea¬ 
sons  that  have  followed,  no 
player  has  been  able  to  match 
his  Triple  Crown  feat. 

ALL-STAR  MVP 

Between  1965  and  1979,  Yaz 
was  named  to  15  consecutive 
All-Star  teams.  The  game  he 
remembers  best  is  the  1970  All- 
Star  Game  held  in  Riverfront 
Stadium  in  Cincinnati.  “I 
remember  that  I  started  out  in 
center  field,  and  I  finished  the 
game  at  first  base.  What  I 
remember  most  is  Pete  Rose 
crashing  into  Ray  Fosse 
(Cleveland  catcher)  to  score  the 
winning  run  for  the  National 
League  in  the  12th  inning.” 

Almost  as  an  afterthought  he  mentions,  “I 
won  the  MVP  trophy  that  night.  I  gave  the 
trophy  to  (then)  President  Nixon,  and 
now  it  is  in  his  library  in  California.” 

Yaz  had  four  hits,  to  go  along  with  a 
run  scored  and  an  RBI  to  earn  his  MVP 
honors  that  year.  He  and  Ted  Williams 
(1946)  are  the  only  two  American 
Leaguers  with  four  hits  in  an  All-Star 
Game.  Never  one  to  focus  on  personal  sta¬ 
tistics,  when  asked  about  this  record  Yaz 
responds,  “I  never  knew  that  before.  To 
tell  you  the  truth,  I  was  so  sick  of  losing 
to  the  National  League  that  I  didn’t  pay 
much  attention  to  that  stuff.” 

It  is  sometimes  written  that  Yaz  had  a 
“career  year”  in  1967,  but  never  again 
approached  that  standard.  It  should  be 
noted  that  in  1970  he  led  the  American 
League  in  runs  scored,  on-base  percent¬ 
age,  total  bases,  slugging  average,  and  he 
came  within  .0001  of  winning  the  batting 
title.  When  coupled  with  his  all-time 
high  of  23  stolen  bases,  you  have  a  year 
that  would  be  a  career  year  for  almost  any 
other  player. 


THE  LATER  YEARS 

Yaz  returned  to  the  All-Star  team  each 
year  from  1971  to  1974.  In  1971  he  earned 
his  sixth  Gold  Glove  for  fielding  excel¬ 
lence,  and  in  1974  he  led  the  American 
League  in  runs  scored.  But  the  next  All- 
Star  Game  that  stands  out  in  his  memory  is 
the  1975  game  played  in  Milwaukee. 

“What  I  remember  best  is  being  a 
teammate  of  Hank  Aaron.  He  was  finish¬ 
ing  out  his  career  as  a  designated  hitter 
with  the  Brewers,  and  it  was  just  great  sit¬ 
ting  with  him  on  the  bench  after  seeing 
him  across  the  diamond  all  those  years. 

“I  got  into  the  game  as  a  pinch-hitter 
and  homered  off  Tom  Seaver.  My  home 
run  tied  the  game  3-3,  so  it  felt  pretty 
good.  The  thing  that  still  kills  me  is  that 
he  (American  League  Manager  Alvin 
Dark)  didn’t  put  me  in  to  play  left  field. 
The  guy  he  put  in  there  (Claudell 
Washington  of  the  Oakland  A’s)  made  a 
couple  of  bad  plays  that  cost  us  the  game. 
I  was  really  sick  of  losing  to  the  National 
League  at  that  point.” 

Yaz’  play  throughout  the  post-season 
in  1975  reminded  fans  that  he  had  always 


been  at  his  best  in  clutch  situa¬ 
tions  throughout  his  career. 
After  playing  first  base  during 
the  regular  season  to  make  way 
for  emerging  superstar  Jim  Rice, 
Yaz  returned  to  left  field  in  the 
ALCS  after  Rice  was  injured  in 
late  September. 

Yaz  played  his  old  position 
in  virtuoso  style  as  he  helped 
lead  his  team  to  a  three-game 
sweep  over  the  defending 
champion  Oakland  A’s  in  the 
Championship  Series.  His  stel¬ 
lar  play  in  the  field  and  at  bat 
continued  into  the  World  Series 
against  the  Cincinnati  Reds. 
Although  the  Red  Sox  lost  to 
the  Reds  in  seven  games  in  one 
of  the  greatest  World  Series  ever 
played,  Yaz  had  scored  eleven 
runs,  and  batted  .350  during  the 
10  post-season  games. 

From  1976  to  1983,  Carl 
Yastrzemski  made  the  American 
League  All-Star  team  six  times. 
In  1979,  he  became  the  first  and 
is  still  the  only  American 
Leaguer  to  accumulate  3,000 
lifetime  hits  and  400  career 
home  runs.  It  is  his  final  All-Star  Game  in 
Chicago  in  1983  that  stands  out  in  Carl’s 
mind.  This  game  marked  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  first  All-Star  Game,  and 
the  National  League  brought  a  streak  of  11 
straight  victories  into  the  game. 

“I  had  made  up  my  mind  to  retire  at  the 
end  of  the  season,  so  I  knew  it  was  my  last 
All-Star  Game.  What  I  remember  about  the 
game  is  that  Jim  Rice  homered  and  then 
Fred  Lynn  (his  former  Red  Sox  teammate) 
hit  a  grand  slam  homer  to  break  the  game 
open  for  us.  I  knew  then  that  I  was  going 
out  an  All-Star  Game  winner.” 

HALL  OF  FAME R 

On  October  1,  1983,  the  next-to-the- 
last  game  of  the  season,  33,491  of  the 
Fenway  Faithful  gathered  to  pay  tribute 
to  Carl  Yastrzemski.  The  pre-game  cere¬ 
mony  lasted  for  about  an  hour,  and  then 
came  Yaz’  turn  to  speak.  After  23  years  of 
never  flinching  in  pressure  situations, 
Yaz  broke  down  and  cried  when  he 
stepped  to  the  microphone.

doubting  my  ability.  A 
man  was  fishing  up  in 
New  Brunswick.

Once  he  regained  his  composure,  he 
asked  for  a  moment  of  silence  for  his 
mother  and  for  former  Red  Sox  owner 
Tom  Yawkey.  After  thanking  his  family 
and  everyone  connected  with  the  Red 
Sox,  he  finished  with  the  words,  “New 
England,  I  love  you.” 

Yaz  then  broke  into  a  victory  lap  along 
the  perimeter  of  the  entire  ballpark.  He 
reached  out  and  touched  as  many  hands 
as  he  could  along  the  way.  “I  wanted  to 
show  my  emotions,”  he  said  in  the  club¬ 
house  after  the  game.  “For  23  years  I 
always  blocked  everything  out.  I  wanted 
to  show  these  people  that  deep  down,  I 
was  emotional  for  all  that  time.” 

In  January  of  1989,  in  his  first  year  of 
eligibility,  Carl  Yastrzemski  was  elected 
to  Baseball’s  Hall  of  Fame.  His  vote  total 
that  year  was  among  the  highest  recorded 
in  the  history  of  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

If  anyone  worried  that  Red  Sox  fans 
would  forget  Yaz  after  his  retirement,  those 
fears  were  assuaged  at  the  time  of  his  Hall 
of  Fame  induction  ceremony.  On  a  picture- 
perfect  Sunday  afternoon  in  July,  an  esti¬ 
mated  25,000  fans  crowded  the  lawn 
around  the  Hall  of  Fame  to  pay  tribute  to 
Yaz.  Before  the  ceremony,  recordings  of 
Jess  Cain  (former  Boston  radio  personality) 
singing  “Caaarl  Yastrzemski... Caaaaarl 
Yastrzemski”  echoed  from  one  edge  of  the 
crowd  to  the  other. 

Fellow  inductees  Johnny  Bench 
(Cincinnati  Reds  catcher)  and  Red 
Schoendienst  (St.  Louis  Cardinal  second 
baseman)  were  greeted  warmly  by  the 
crowd.  But  the  greatest  crowd  response 
was  for  Carl.  He  acknowledged  Ted 
Williams,  who  was  seated  on  the  stage 
with  his  fellow  Hall-of-Famers,  with  the 
following  story: 

“I  remember  in  1961  when  I  was  a 
scared  rookie,  hitting  .220  after  the  first 
three  months  of  my  baseball  season, 


EPILOGUE 

Carl  Yastrzemski  retired  after  23  sea¬ 
sons  with  some  of  the  greatest  offensive 
statistics  ever  compiled  (see  box  on  page 
50).  But  when  asked  about  his  career 
highlights,  the  seven-time  Gold  Glover 
recalls  two  fielding  plays.  “I  remember 
the  throw  I  made  to  get  Bob  Allison 
(Twins)  at  second  base  in  the  last  game  of 
the  1967  season.  And  I  remember  cutting 
off  Reggie  Jackson’s  line  drive  in  the  final 
game  of  the  1975  playoffs  in  Oakland. 
Those  are  the  plays  that  stand  out  to  me.” 

The  baseball  careers  of  Ted  Williams 
and  Carl  Yastrzemski  are  inexorably 
linked.  Most  recently  their  paths  crossed 
when  they  were  introduced  before  the 
All-Star  Game  at  Fenway  Park  as  two  of 
the  100  greatest  baseball  players  of  the 
20th  century.  The  crowd  reaction  when 
Yaz  was  introduced  shook  the  ballpark  to 
its  ancient  foundations.  The  response  of 
the  crowd  when  Ted  was  driven  from  the 
far  reaches  of  centerfield  to  a  spot  near 
the  pitchers’  mound  nearly  equaled  the 


decibel  count  of  the  jet  fly-by  following 
the  National  Anthem. 

Carl  Yastrzemski  was  selected  to 
replace  Ted  Williams  in  left  field  for  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  in  1961.  Today,  nearly  40 
years  later,  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  no 
one  will  ever  replace  Ted  Williams  in  the 
hearts’  of  Red  Sox  fans.  But  it  is  equally 
clear  that  Carl  Yastrzemski  has  rightfully 
earned  a  place  alongside  Ted  as  one  of  the 
greatest  all-around  ballplayers  to  ever 
grace  the  game  of  baseball.

AUGUST  29 

1906:  Manager  Jimmy  Collins  was  suspended  for 
taking  a  holiday  without  permission,  and  Chick 
Stahl  was  named  acting  manager. 

1915:  After  shutting  out  the  Indians  at  Cleveland, 
I  -0,  the  Red  Sox  finished  August  2 1  -6,  79-39 
overall. 

1935:  RHP  Wes  Ferrell  won  his  20th  game  of 
the  season  defeating  the  As  at  Philadelphia  6-2. 

1 940:  The  Red  Sox  14-game  homestand  ended 
with  a  4-3  win  vs.  Chicago. Ted  Williams  hit  .420 
during  that  stretch  and  made  several  fine  plays 
showing  his  ability  to  play  the  LF  wall. 

1 967:  The  Yankees  defeated  the  Red  Sox,  4-3,  in 
20  innings  in  game  2  of  a  twi-night  DH.

1981:  OF  Jim  Rice  played  in  his  1,000th  M.L.

in  all-time  games  played  at  3,027. 

1983:  Jim  Rice  hit  3  HR  at  Toronto,  6  years  to 
the  date  when  he  first  did  so  vs.  Oakland. 

1 986:  Cleveland’s  Joe  Carter  hit  3  HR  vs.  the 
Red  Sox  at  Fenway  Park. 

1995  :The  Red  Sox  increased  their  lead  over 
the  2nd-place  Yankees  to  16  games. The  largest 
lead  in  franchise  history  was  16  1/2  games  in 
1912  and  1946. 

1997:  Nomar  Garciaparra  had  2  hits  vs.  the 
Braves  at  Fenway  Park  to  extend  his  A.L.  and 
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Red  Sox  rookie  hitting  records  to  30  games. 

AUGUST  30 

1916:  LHP  Dutch  Leonard  pitched  a  4-0  no¬ 
hitter  vs.  St.  Louis. 

1918:  RHP  Carl  Mays  won  2  games  on  this  day 
vs.  Philadelphia,  1 2-0,  and,  4- 1 ,  beginning  a  streak 
of  23  straight  wins  by  Mays  over  Philadelphia.  He 
finally  lost  to  them  on  July  24,  1923  after  he  was 
traded  to  the  Yankees. 

1923:  RHP  Howard  Ehmke  defeated  Philadelphia 
for  the  5th  time  this  season.

1938:  OF  Doc  Cramer  pitched  4  innings  vs.  the 
St.  Louis  Browns. 

1 943:  Pinky  Woods  lost,  3- 1 ,  at  New  York  ending 
a  27-game  war-time  trip. The  road  swing  began 
August  1 0  at  Chicago  (6  gms.),  moved  to  St. 

Louis  (4),  Detroit  (5),  Cleveland  (8)  and  New 
York  (4). The  Red  Sox  went  I  1-16. 

1 945:  The  Red  Sox  became  the  1st  M.L.  team  to 
resume  air  travel  after  WWII  restrictions. 

1 946:  The  Red  Sox  took  a  DH  vs.  Philadelphia  at 
Fenway,  6-0,  and,  6-2.  Game  2  was  their  90th  win 
of  the  season,  the  earliest  they  have  won  90 
games. 

I960:  Pete  Runnels  had  6  hits  (5  singles,  I 
double)  in  7  at-bats  in  game  I  of  a  DH  vs. 
Detroit  and  9  hits  for  the  2  games. 

1970:  The  Red  Sox  and  LHP  Ken  Brett  defeated 
the  White  Sox  at  Chicago  in  game  I  of  a  DH, 
21-1  I ,  on  22  hits. 

1976:  OF  Jim  Rice’s  5th-inning  HR  vs.  the  Texas 
Rangers  at  Fenway  was  the  Red  Sox  1 00th  of  the 
season,  the  3  I  st  straight  year  the  Sox  hit  1 00  or 
more  HR. 

1980:  Carl  Yastrzemski  had  his  1 00th  hit 
becoming  only  the  3rd  player  in  M.L.  history  with 
at  least  100  hits  in  20  straight  seasons.  (Hank 
Aaron  had  21  in  23  seasons, Ty  Cobb  20  in  24). 

1986:  Roger  Clemens  won  his  20th  game  of  the 
season,  7-3,  vs.  Cleveland. 

1990:  Roger  Clemens  won  his  20th  game  of  the 
season,  9-2,  in  Cleveland  as  the  Red  Sox 
concluded  a  4-game  sweep  of  the  Indians. 

1991:  Relief  P  Jeff  Reardon  notched  his  33rd 
save  of  the  season,  3-2,  at  Seattle,  tying  the  club 
record  set  by  Bob  Stanley  in  1 983. 

1 995:  Tony  Conigliaro  and  Smokey  Joe  Wood 
were  selected  to  the  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame. 


AUGUST  31 

1902:  Boston  beat  Cleveland,  3-1,  in  an  official 
game  at  Ft.  Wayne,  IN  behind  Cy  Young  (28-8). 

l9l2:The  Red  Sox  defeated  Philadelphia,  2-1, 
were  20-7  for  the  month,  and  raised  their  record 
to  87-37  with  30  games  to  go.  Realizing  the  Red 
Sox  strength,  A’s  Manager  Connie  Mack 
conceded  the  championship  to  them. 

1915:  The  Red  Sox  ended  August  2 1  -6,  79-39 
overall,  with  a  I  -0  win  at  Cleveland. 

1917:  Babe  Ruth  won  his  20th  game  of  the 
season,  5-3,  vs.  Philadelphia  in  game  I  of  a  DH  at 
Fenway  Park. 

1918:  Babe  Ruth  defeated  Philadelphia,  6-1,  in 
game  I  of  a  DH  as  the  Sox  clinched  the  A.L. 
pennant. 

1932:  The  scheduled  game  between  the  Red  Sox 
and  the  Indians  to  be  played  on  this  date  was 
played  on  August  28  as  part  of  a  DH  because  of 
an  eclipse  of  the  sun.  Red  Sox  owner  Bob  Quinn 
rescheduled  the  game  after  learning  that 
astronomers  found  out  in  advance  that  the  sun 
would  be  90%  hidden  with  Boston  being  in 
almost  total  darkness  for  about  20  minutes. 

1941:  In  game  2  of  a  DH  vs.  Philadelphia  at 
Fenway, Ted  Williams  was  walked  three  times 
intentionally  with  men  on  base  by  A’s  Manager 
Connie  Mack. The  A’s  won  3-2. 

1 946:  The  Red  Sox  ended  August  21-1  1,91  -40 
overall,  with  a  5-2  (Dave  Ferriss  24-4),  and  3-1 
(LHP  Mickey  Harris  1 6-7),  sweep  in  Yankee 
Stadium. 

1 949:  The  Red  Sox  ended  August  24-8,  77-51 
overall,  with  a  7-4  win  in  Detroit. 

1 950:  The  Red  Sox  ended  August  24-6,  78-49 
overall,  with  a  4-3  win  vs.  Chicago. 

1971:  Rico  Petrocelli  played  in  his  77th  straight 
game  at  3rd  base  without  an  error. 

1 993:  The  Red  Sox  completed  5  double  plays  vs. 
Texas  at  Fenway  Park  in  an  8-1  loss. 

1 995:  The  Red  Sox  ended  August  23-7,71-45 
overall,  in  first  place  by  14  games. 

1996:  SS  Nomar  Garciaparra  was  called  up  from 
Pawtucket  and  added  to  the  25-man  roster.

FENWAY  PARK 
CODE  OF 
CONDUCT 

Welcome  to  Friendly  Fenway  Park,  home  of 
the  Boston  Red  Sox.  To  preserve  the  family 
atmosphere  and  to  ensure  that  your  visit 
is  safe,  enjoyable,  and  memorable, 
please  adhere  to  the  following  guidelines 
of  behavior  in  the  ballpark. 

1 .  The  following  items  are  prohibited:  beach  balls 
or  inflatable  objects  of  any  kind,  alcoholic 
beverages,  bottles,  cans  or  containers  of  any 
sort,  and  offensive  articles  or  objects.  No  ban¬ 
ners  will  be  allowed  into  the  ballpark  to  be  hung 
or  paraded. 

2.  Any  person  observed  with  offensive  articles,  or 
using  offensive  language,  will  be  promptly  ejected 
from  the  park.  Disorderly  behavior  of  any  kind 
will  not  be  tolerated  and  will  result  in  appropri¬ 
ate  action  by  the  Boston  Police. 

3.  Fans  are  permitted  to  keep  foul  balls  hit  into  the 
stands  as  souvenirs.  However,  fans  must  not  go 
onto  the  field  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  a  ball 
in  play.  Fans  interfering  with  play 

or  entering  onto  the  field  will  be  subject  to 
immediate  ejection,  arrest,  and  prosecution. 

4.  All  seating  areas  in  Fenway  Park  are  smoke-free. 
There  are  designated  non-alcohol  sections: 
Grandstand  Sections  32  and  33. These  sections 
have  been  set  aside,  and  no  alcoholic  beverages 
and/or  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  these  areas. 
Red  Sox  Security  will  strictly  enforce  this 
prohibition. 

5.  It  is  illegal  for  individuals  to  offer  tickets  for 
resale  to  the  public.  Failure  to  adhere  to  this 
policy  could  result  in  arrest  and  criminal 
prosecution. 

6.  Laws  prohibiting  consumption  of  alcoholic  bev¬ 
erages  by  minors,  illegal  drugs,  and  disorderly 
conduct  of  any  kind,  including  intoxication,  will 
be  strictly  enforced  in  Fenway  Park. 

7.  The  throwing  of  any  object  in  the  stands  or 
onto  the  playing  field  is  strictly  prohibited. Those 
engaging  in  such  conduct  will  be 

subject  to  immediate  ejection. 

8.  Persons  occupying  a  seat  for  which  they  are  not 
ticketed  will  be  subject  to  ejection  from 

the  ballpark. 

The  Boston  Red  Sox  make  every  effort  to 
ensure  that  all  fans  are  able  to  enjoy  the  game 
in  comfort.  For  the  convenience  of  our  fans, 
Ushers  and  Security  are  posted  throughout  the 
ballpark.  In  addition,  Customer  Service  Booths 
are  located  on  the  main  concourse  behind 
home  plate  and  in  the  Bleachers.  Any  fan  in 
need  of  assistance  of  any  kind  is  urged  to  visit 
Customer  Service  where  trained  staff  people 
are  ready  to  assist.
